President  and  Members: 

For  the  periods  of  1978-79,  1979-80  and  1980-81,  the  Community 
College  Centers  have  conducted  a  project  in  Adult  Competency  Education 
Assessment  Program  under  the  California  State  Department  of  Education. 
The  Adult  Competency  Education  Assessment  Program  has  developed  into 
the  California  Adult  Student  Assessment  System.   The  California  Adult 
Student  Assessment  System  involves  the  development  and  testing  of 
materials  and  assessment  instruments  following  "life  skills"  and 
competency-based  guidelines.    The  California  State  Department  of 
Education  Field  Services  is  planning  to  implement  a  competency-based 
learning  ("life  skills")  curriculum  and  assessment  systems  for  Adult 
Basic  Education  in  California. 

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  has  for  many 
years  received  an  ABE  Grant  from  the  California  Department  of  Education 
under  Public  Law  91-230,  Section  306.   For  the  current  fiscal  year  of 
1981-82,  the  District  will  receive  an  estimated  grant  allocation  of 
$660,000.00. 

The  Adult  Education  Field  Service,  California  Department  of 
Education  has  advised  Districts  which  receive  the  ABE  Grant  of  the  Grant 
requirements  for  the  new  funding  period  of  1982-83.   These  requirements 
for  qualifying  ABE  Grant  projects  include: 

1.  Providing  quality  programs  for  a  target  population. 

2.  Adult  Basic  Education  curriculum  will  be  competency-based 
learning. 

3.  Student  assessment  will  be  of  competency-based  learning„ 

4.  Districts  will  provide  in-service  training  for  all 
certificated  staff  involved  with  the  ABE  Program. 

Participation  in  the  California  Adult  Student  Assessment 
System  Consortium  will  enable  Community  College  Centers  personnel  to 
prepare  for  and  implement  strategies  and  practices  to  meet  the  conditions 
of  the  ABE  Grant. 

If  the  Letter  of  Intent  is  accepted  by  the  California 
Department  of  Education,  a  formal  application  or  other  formalities  will 
be  prepared  and  a  budget  for  the  District's  participation  in  the  Consortium, 
with  San  Francisco  Community  College  District's  share,  will  be  detailed. 
In  said  event,  another  resolution  will  be  prepared  and  submitted  to  the 
Governing  Board  for  approval. 
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The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption:

President  and  Members: 

On  April  4,  1980,  by  Resolution  No.  800422-B6,  the  Governing  Board 
authorized  the  submission  of  an  application  to  the  Fund  for  Instructional 
Improvement  to  prepare  a  television  documentary  on  community  college  governance. 
The  College  received  a  grant  of  $10,000  for  fiscal  1980-81  in  support  of  this 
project.   These  funds  were  appropriated  by  Resolution  No.  800819-B4.   The 
resolution  was  subsequently  amended  by  Resolution  No.  810804-B8  extending  the 
project  to  June  30,  1981.   The  project  was  completed  and  viewed  by  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Fund  for  Instructional  Improvement.   After  the  viewing  the  represen- 
tative authorized  an  additional  expenditure  of  $1,200  to  prepare  the  videotape 
for  public  television.   Resolution  No.  811006-Bll  authorized  the  additional 
expenditure  as  well  as  amending  Resolution  No.  810804-B8  extending  the  project  to 
April  30,  1982   Authorization  has  now  been  received  to  extend  the  project  to 
September  30,  1982.   There  are  still  funds  remaining  in  the  grant  and  the  Fund 
for  Instructional  Improvement  would  like  these  funds  used  to  disseminate  copies 
of  the  videotape  to  California  Community  Colleges.   This  extension  will  enable 
us  to  expend  the  remaining  funds  for  this  purpose.   There  will  be  no  additional 
cost  to  the  District.

For  the  academic  year  1981-82,  the  Semans-Mueller  Associates  have 
prepared  studies  and  reports  on  loads  and  weekly  student  contact  hours  for  City 
College  departments.   These  reports  have  been  invaluable,  particularly  in 
planning  staffing  needs.   The  College  wishes  to  enter  into  a  similar  Agreement 
in  1982-83. 

California  Government  Code  Section  53060  reads  in  part  as  follows:

Education  Code  Section  84040  requires  the  governing  board  of  each 
community  college  district  to  provide  for  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  district,  including  an  audit  of  community  college  district  income  and 
expenditures  by  source  of  funds. 

On  March  10,  1981,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution 
No.  810310-B13  authorizing  a  contract  with  Lien  &  Quan,  CPA,  for  audit  of 
the  SFCCD  in  the  amount  of  $19,500  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1980-81. 

The  auditors  have  now  completed  their  examination  and  the  results 
are  contained  in  the  "Financial  Statements  and  Auditor's  Report,  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District,  June  30,  1981,  by  Lien  &  Quan,  CPA." 

Education  Code  Section  84040.3  reads  as  follows: 

"Each  community  college  district  governing  board  shall  review  the 
annual  audit  prescribed  pursuant  to  Section  84040  at  one  of  its 
regularly  scheduled  public  meetings;  and  such  review  shall  be  placed 
on  the  agenda  of  such  meeting  pursuant  to  Section  72121."

The 
auditor  shall  be  selected  by  the  Governing  Board  from  proposals  sub- 
mitted pursuant  to  an  advertised  Request  for  Proposals  -  Auditing 
Services. 

The  auditor  shall  be  employed  for  a  period  of  three  consecutive 
years  unless  his  work  or  his  proposed  fee  for  the  second  or  third 
year  is  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  to  the  Governing  Board." 

On  March  10,  1981  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No.  810310-B13 
authorizing  a  contract  with  Lien  &  Quan  for  the  audit  of  the  SFCCD,  in  the  amount 
of  $19,500  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1980-81,  the  first  year  of  a  three  year  contract. 

By  letter  dated  April  1,  1982,  Lien  &  Quan  has  proposed  a  maximum  fee 
of  $21,500  for  the  audit  of  the  SFCCD  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1981-82. 

The  proposed  fee  for  1981-82  is  an  increase  of  $2,000.00  over  the 

1980-81  fee.  The  staff  has  reviewed  the  proposed  increased  fee  and  finds  it 

reasonable  in  the  light  of  inflation.

The  Governing  Board  authorized  a  contract  with  Systems  &  Computer 
Technology  Corp.  to  obtain  electronic  data  processing  management  professional 
and  technical  services  by  Resolution  No.  810407-B2.   A  part  of  this  project 
involves  the  evaluation  and  selection  of  computer  hardware.   In  connection 
with  this  selection,  representatives  from  SCT  and  the  staff  of  the  Office  of 
Facilities  and  Planning  have  determined  that  repair  alterations  and  improve- 
ments of  the  existing  facility  at  Batmale  Hall  at  City  College  are  needed. 

The  electrical  utilities  and  the  air  conditioning  system  must  be 
altered  to  accommodate  computer  equipment.   This  involves  the  rewiring  of  the 
under  floor  area  of  the  computer  center;  the  installation  and  acquisition  of 
a  transfer  switch  and  transformer;  rewiring  of  main  feeder;  the  acquisition 
and  installation  of  air  conditioning  equipment  needed  to  renew  and  upgrade 
the  existing  air  conditioning  system. 

The  District  Staff  have  obtained  estimates  on  the  required  work  and 
it  appears  that  a  budget  of  $91,524  will  be  adequate  to  accomplish  the  project, 

In  order  to  accomplish  the  needed  work  in  a  timely  manner  and  not  to 
disrupt  the  operation  of  the  computer  center  and  thus  affect  classes,  it  is 
essential  that  the  work  be  accomplished  by  the  City  Department  of  Public  Works. 
It  is  requested  that  City  Department  of  Public  Works  be  authorized  to  provide 
the  needed  services,  labor  and  materials  through  emergency  power  exercised  by 
the  Governing  Board  to  permit  the  continuance  of  existing  classes. 

California  Education  Code  Section  81648  reads  as  follows: 

"In  an  emergency  when  any  repairs,  alterations,  work  or  improvement 
is  necessary  to  permit  the  continuance  of  existing  school  classes,

$1,500,000  over  a  three  year  period. 

Our  agreement  with  SCT  includes  $492,000  for  the  license  fee,  installa- 
tion, training  and  initial  operation  of  the  baseline  SCT  ISIS-HRIS-IFIS  administra- 
tive software  package  and  $128,000  for  required  modifications  to  it.   It  was 
clearly  recognized  that  no  software  existed  in  the  marketplace  which  would  meet 
all  of  our  needs.   Interfaces  with  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  civil 
service  system,  payroll  division,  accounting  system  and  the  positive  student 
attendance  reporting  with  the  State  Chancellor  were  all  problem  areas  unique 
to  the  SFCCD.   A  comparison  was  made  of  our  needs  with  the  capabilities  of  the 
SCT  software.   Required  modifications  were  identified,  then  priced  by  SCT,  then 
priorities  were  assigned  by  the  Administrative  Computer  Advisory  Committee,  and 
finally  reviewed  by  the  Computer  Policy  Committee.   There  are  810  work  days  of 
modifications  required  and  the  $128,000  in  our  agreement  with  SCT  will  fund  442 
work  days.   It  has  been  negotiated  that  the  SCT  and  SFCCD  will  share  50%/50%  in 
the  cost  of  the  excess  368  work  days  and  that  the  SFCCD  share  will  not  exceed 
$53,285. 

Funds  for  this  purpose  were  provided  by  Governing  Board  Resolution 
No.  820309-B3  and  it  is  now  necessary  to  amend  our  agreement  with  SCT  to  have 
the  required  modifications  made  to  the  baseline  systems.

The  San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  by  Sections  88000 
and  88137  of  the  Education  Code,  comes  under  the  merit  system  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco.   Under  these  provisions,  the  Governing  Board 
of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  must  classify  all 
employees  and  positions  not  requiring  certification.   Such  employees  and 
positions  shall  be  known  as  the  classified  service. 

Section  5.101  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  provides  that  compen- 
sation of  non-teaching  and  non-technical  employees  "shall  be  fixed  in 
accordance  with  the  Salary  Standardization  provisions  of  this  Charter." 
The  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  setting  schedules  of  compensation, 
work  schedules,  conditions  of  employment,  and  method  of  payment  for  Civil 
Service  employees  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  8.400,  Section  8.401 
and  Section  8.407  of  the  Charter  effective  July  1,  1982  has  been  passed  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  March  29,  1982  and  signed  into  law  by  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  on  March  31,  1982.   The  employees 
of  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  are  members  of  the  Civil 
Service  System. 

Section  VI  A  of  said  ordinance  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"...The  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  and  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  may,  for  its  own  employees  and  employees  regularly 
assigned  from  other  departments,  substitute  for  the  holidays  declared  above 
an  equal  number  of  different  holidays..." 

School  holidays  are  enumerated  in  California  Education  Code 
Section  79020  et.  seq.   For  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Community 
College  District,  it  is  desirable  to  have  classified  employees  observe  as 
holidays  the  same  days  which  are  school  holidays.   Substitution  of  certain 
holidays  will  accomplish  this  in  part.

The  first  step  in  the  process  will  be  the  compilation 
of  a  list  of  acceptable  candidates.  This  list  will  be  developed 
by  the  committee  from  the  roster  of  candidates. 

The  qualifications  of  acceptable  candidates  will  then  be  assessed 
and  the  committee  will  determine  which  applicants  are  to  be 
interviewed.

Selected  candidates  will  then  be  interviewed  by  the  {(tripartite)) 
committee.

by  the  installation  of  computer  equipment  at  City  College, 

$91,524 

President  and  Members: 

The  Governing  Board  authorized  a  contract  with  Systems  &  Computer 
Technology  Corp.  to  obtain  electronic  data  processing  management  professional 
and  technical  services  by  Resolution  No.  810407-B2.   A  part  of  this  project 
involves  the  evaluation  and  selection  of  computer  hardware.   In  connection 
with  this  selection,  representatives  from  SCT  and  the  staff  of  the  Office  of 
Facilities  and  Planning  have  determined  that  repair  alterations  and  improve- 
ments of  the  existing  facility  at  Batmale  Hall  at  City  College  are  needed. 

The  electrical  utilities  and  the  air  conditioning  system  must  be 
altered  to  accommodate  computer  equipment.   This  involves  the  rewiring  of  the 
under  floor  area  of  the  computer  center;  the  installation  and  acquisition  of 
a  transfer  switch  and  transformer;  rewiring  of  main  feeder;  the  acquisition 
and  installation  of  air  conditioning  equipment  needed  to  renew  and  upgrade 
the  existing  air  conditioning  system. 

The  District  Staff  have  obtained  estimates  on  the  required  work  and 
it  appears  that  a  budget  of  $91,524  will  be  adequate  to  accomplish  the  project. 

In  order  to  accomplish  the  needed  work  in  a  timely  manner  and  not  to 
disrupt  the  operation  of  the  computer  center  and  thus  affect  classes,  it  is 
essential  that  the  work  be  accomplished  by  the  City  Department  of  Public  Works. 
It  is  requested  that  City  Department  of  Public  Works  be  authorized  to  provide 
the  needed  services,  labor  and  materials  through  emergency  power  exercised  by 
the  Governing  Board  to  permit  the  continuance  of  existing  classes. 

California  Education  Code  Section  81648  reads  as  follows: 

"In  an  emergency  when  any  repairs,  alterations,  work  or  improvement 
is  necessary  to  permit  the  continuance  of  existing  school  classes, 
or  to  avoid  danger  to  life  or  property,  the  board  may  by  unanimous 
vote,  with  the  approval  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools, 
make  a  contract  in  writing  or  otherwise  on  behalf  of  the  district 
for  the  performance  of  labor  and  furnishing  of  materials  or  supplies 
for  the  purpose  without  advertising  for  or  inviting  bids."

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PM  3.04  POLICY  AND  PROCEDURES  GOVERNING  THE  EMPLOYMENT  OF  ADMINISTRATORS 


The  screening  and  recommendation  of  applicants  for  administrative 
positions  in  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  is  the  responsibility 
of  a  tripartite  committee  with  equal  representation  of  students,  faculty 
members  and  administrators,  except  as  provided  herein. 

A.  Selection  of  Committee  Members 

1.  Division  Administrators :     Administrators  on  the  committee 
will  be  selected  by  the  President  of  the  Community  College 
Centers  Division  or  the  President  of  the  College  Division 

in  conference  with  the  District  and  divisional  administrators. 

Faculty  members  in  the  College  Division  will  be  selected 
by  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Academic  Senate.  The  Com- 
munity College  Centers  Division  Faculty  Senate  will  select 
representatives  for  appointments  in  that  division.  ((Either 
Faculty  group  will  have  the  prerogative  of  conferring  with 
other  teacher  organizations  in  reaching  a  decision  in  this 
matter.)) 

Students  will  be  selected  by  the  appropriate  Student  Council 
for  either  division.  At  City  College,  committee  members  will 
be  selected  by  the  Associated  Students  Council.  In  the  case 
of  the  Community  College  Centers  Division,  the  Faculty  Senate 
will  determine  student  representatives. 

2.  District  Office  Administrators:      In   the  case  of  the  District 
Office  Division,    one  administrator  each  will  he  selected  by 
the  Chancellor/ Superintendent y    the  President  of  the  College 
Division  and  the  President  of  the  Centers  Division.      The 
faculty  representatives  will  be  selected,   one  each,   by   the 
two  Senates  and  the  Chancellor /Superintendent .      Three 
additional  representatives  of  the  District  Office  classified 
staff,    two  to  be  selected  by  the  Office  staff  and  one  by 

the  Chance  I  lor /Superintendent. 

3.  Upon  the  announcement  of  administrative  vacancy,  each  group 
will  have  thrity  calendar  days  to  select  its  members  to  the 
committee.  Should  any  of  the  ((tripartite))  groups  fail  to 
select  committee  members,  the  other  segments  are  authorized 
to  proceed. 

B.  ((Selection))  Screening  and  Interviewing   of  Candidates 

((Candidates  to  be  interviewed  must  be  acceptable  to  all  three 
segments.))  The  first  step  in  the  process  will  be  the  compilation 
j        of  a  list  of  acceptable  candidates.  This  list  will  be  developed 
I         by  the  committee  from  the  roster  of  candidates. 

The  qualifications  of  acceptable  candidates  will  then  be  assessed 
and  the  committee  will  determine  which  applicants  are  to  be 
interviewed. 
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PM  3.04  POLICY  AND  PROCEDURES  GOVERNING  THE  EMPLOYMENT  OF  ADMINISTRATORS  -  Continued 

Selected  candidates  will  then  be  interviewed  by  the  ((tripartite)) 
committee.  The  committee  will  select  the  three  best  ((qualified)) 
candidates  for  each  position.      These  names  will  be  submitted  to  the 
President  of  the  appropriate  Division  in  an  unranked  listing.  ((The 
listing  will  be  presented  to  the  Chancellor/Superintendent  who  has 
the  responsibility  for  making  the  final  recommendation  to  the 
Governing  Board. )) 

The  President  then  shall  interview  each  of  the  candidates  and 
provide  a  ranked  listing  to  the  Chancellor / Superintendent .      In  the 
case  of  the  District  Office  Division^    the  corrmittee  's  recommendation 
will  be  submitted  to  the  Chancellor /Superintendent. 

The  Chancellor/ Superintendent  has  the  responsibility  for  making  the 
final  recommendation  to  the  Governing  Board.      He/she  may  recommend 
any  one  of  the  three  candidates  to  the  Governing  Board  for  appointment ^ 
or  he/she  may  reject  all  three  candidates  and  (1)   request  the 
committee  to  provide  three  new  names,   or   (2)  direct  that  a  new 
selection  process  be  started.

Adoption  of  Tentative  Budgets  for  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  for  the  Fiscal  Year,  1982-83 

President  and  Members: 

In  order  that  the  financial  affairs  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  may  be  continued  during  the  first  few  months  of  the  new 
fiscal  year,  beginning  July  1,  1982,  a  formal  resolution  adopting  the 
tentative  budgets  for  the  General  Fund,  Cafeteria  Fund,  Dormitory  Trust  Fund, 
and  Special  Reserve  Fund  is  required.   The  resolution  permits  the 
S.  F.  Controller  to  establish  expenditure  appropriation  accounts  so  that 
obligations  may  be  incurred  and  salaries  paid  during  the  summer,  prior  to 
adoption  of  the  final  budget  in  August. 

The  tentative  budgets  will  be  set  up  on  the  accounting  records  of 
the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and  the  Controller.   With  the 
subsequent  adoption  of  the  final  budget  by  the  Governing  Board,  adjustments 
will  be  made  on  the  accounting  records  to  establish  the  adopted  budgets. 

AB1626  (Hughes)  Chapter  103  Statutes  of  1981,  the  current  community 
college  funding  formula  is  effective  for  another  year,  however,  there  is  great 
concern  at  the  state  level  that  there  are  insufficient  funds  available  to  fund 
the  formulas  for  1982-83.   The  funding  picture  for  1982-83  at  this  time  of  the 
year  is,  as  always,  uncertain.   Because  the  S.  F.  Controller  has  instructed  us 
to  submit  1982-83  budget  allowances  for  posting  on  his  records  by  June  23, 
1982,  we  have  developed  a  tentative  budget  which  summarizes  the  departmental 
requests. 

The  following  resolutions  is  recommended  for  adoption:

President  and  Members: 

On  April  7,  1981,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
810407-B2  authorizing  contract  with  Systems  &  Computer  Technology  Corporation 
to  obtain  electronic  data  processing  management,  professional  and  technical 
services.   Task  B-14  of  this  contract  required  SCT  to  recommend  a  computer 
service  organization  including  staffing  levels,  job  descriptions  and  training 
requirements  sufficient  to  successfully  operate  the  new  system. 

The  recommended  District  Computer  Services  Organization  calls  for 
42  full-time  positions  in  Administrative  Systems,  Computer  Operations,  System 
Support  Services,  and  Academic  Computing.   Seventeen  of  these  positions 
currently  exist  in  the  aggregate  at  the  College,  the  Centers  and  the  District. 
In  order  to  complete  the  establishment  of  the  District  Computer  Services 
Organization  the  25  new  positions  must  be  created  in  the  SFCCD  budget,  be 
classified  by  Civil  Service  (for  the  classified  positions)  and  then  be  filled 
through  Civil  Service  and/or  District  hiring  procedures.   This  resolution  will 
accomplish  the  first  of  these  steps. 

California  Education  Code  Section  85200  reads  as  follows:   "The 
total  amount  budgeted  as  the  proposed  expenditure  of  the  community  college 
district  for  each  major  classification  of  district  expenditures  listed  in  the 
district  budget  forms  prescribed  by  the  board  of  governors  shall  be  the 
maximum  amount  which  may  be  expended  for  that  classification  of  expenditures 
for  the  school  year.   Transfers  may  be  made  from  the  reserve  for  contingencies 
to  any  expenditure  classification  or  between  expenditure  classifications  at 
any  time  by  written  resolution  of  the  board  of  education  of  any  district 
governed  by  a  board  of  education,  when  filed  with  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools  and  the  county  auditor,  or  by  written  resolution  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  a  community  college  district  not  governed  by  a  board  of  education 
and  filed  with  the  county  auditor.   A  resolution  providing  for  the  transfer 
from  the  reserve  for  contingencies  to  any  expenditure  classification  must  be 
approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the  governing  board;  a 
resolution  providing  for  the  transfer  between  expenditure  classifications  must 
be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  governing  board.   Nothing  in 
this  section  shall  be  construed  as  affecting  the  provisions  of  Sections  85112 
and  85114."

The  California  electorate  on  November  6,  1979  approved  Proposition  A 
(Gann  Initiative)  which  added  Article  XIII  B  to  the  State  Constitution  to 
place  various  limitations  on  the  fiscal  powers  of  state  and  local  government. 
Simply  stated,  the  appropriations  limit  for  the  succeeding  year  is  the 
appropriations  limit  for  the  current  year  adjusted  for  inflation  and  changes 
in  population.   For  a  community  college  district  inflation  is  the  lesser  of 
the  change  in  cost-of-living  or  California  per  capita  personal  income  and 
change  in  population  is  the  percentage  change  in  the  district's  ADA. 

Government  Code  Section  7910  reads  in  part  as  follows:   "Each  year 
the  governing  board  of  each  local  jurisdiction  shall,  by  resolution,  establish 
its  appropriation  limit  for  the  following  fiscal  year  pursuant  to  Article  XIII 
B  at  a  regularly  scheduled  meeting  or  noticed  special  meeting.   Fifteen  days 
prior  to  such  meeting  documentation  used  in  the  determination  of  the 
appropriations  limit  shall  be  available  to  the  public.   The  determination  of 
the  appropriations  limit  is  a  legislative  act...."

the  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of  the  Governing  Board  on  July  13,  1982

The  existing  John  Adams  Community  College  Center  is  a  four-story 
building  plus  a  basement  level.   Surface  access  is  available  at  the  first 
level  and  the  basement  level  from  the  parking  lot.   Classrooms  are  located  on 
the  first  through  third  floors.   A  400-seat  auditorium  is  located  on  the  third 
floor.   Access  to  the  upper  floors  is  presently  limited  to  stairways.   Certain 
physically  handicapped  and  elderly  persons  are  denied  participation  in  classes 
or  activities  that  are  conducted  on  any  floor  above  the  basement  or  first 
floor  level.   Construction  of  a  new  elevator  will  provide  access  to  all  levels 
except  the  penthouse. 

On  March  10,  1981,  by  Resolution  No.  810310-B3  the  Governing  Board 
appropriated  $143,000  for  our  share  of  the  cost  of  constructing  a  new  elevator 
at  the  John  Adams  Community  College  Center.   It  was  planned  at  that  time  that 
the  remaining  amounts  would  be  provided  by  the  State  of  California  as  their 
share  for  an  approved  project.   At  this  time  it  appears  exceedingly  unlikely 
that  the  State  will  fund  its  share  of  this  project.   Therefore,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  SFCCD  appropriate  $220,000  from  the  interest  earned  on  SFCCD 
funds  on  deposit  with  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  in  order  that  this 
project  may  be  developed  and  construction  begun  before  inflation  exceeds  the 
amount  which  we  might  have  received  from  the  State  in  the  future.

In  the  Pell  Grant  Program,  students  obtain  applications  at  high  schools, 
libraries,  post  offices,  and  at  postsecondary  institutions.   Students  then  submit 
the  completed  application  to  the  Pell  Grant  Processing  Center  in  Santa  Monica, 
California.   The  approved  application,  then  called  a  Student  Aid  Report  (SAR) , 
is  sent  to  the  student  for  presentation  by  the  student  to  the  Financial  Aid  Office 
of  the  postsecondary  institution  of  his  choice.   The  institution  cannot  control 
or  predict  with  accuracy  the  number  of  students  who  may  submit  SAR's. 

Beginning  in  1980-81,  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Education  changed  its 
allocation  procedures.   In  the  past,  the  allocation  was  based  on  estimated  needs 
for  the  year  determined  by  previous  year's  expenditures.   If  additional  funds  were 
required,  we  could  file  an  ad  hoc  report  requesting  them.   Presently,  to  ration 
the  fund  more  efficiently,  the  initial  allocation  is  only  a  portion  of  the 
estimated  need,  making  a  supplemental  request  inevitable. 

The  problems  lie  in  1)  the  timeliness  of  our  request;  2)  the  Department 
of  Education  delay  in  processing  it,  producing  a  supplemental  allocation  letter 
(which  takes  up  to  four  weeks),  and  mailing  it  to  us;  3)  submitting  a  resolution 
for  Governing  Board  appropriation  of  the  allocation  before  the  agenda  deadline 
date;  and  4)  finally  drawing  down  the  funds  and  preparing  and  disbursing  the 
checks  to  the  eligible  and  needy  students. 

There  is  no  District  matching  contribution  required  for  this  Pell  Grant 
Program.   SFCCD  does  not  apply  for  the  funds;  it  is  an  entitlement  program.   It 
is  requested  that  all  funds  receivable  in  this  program  for  the  fiscal  year 
1982-83  be  appropriated  on  a  blanket  basis.

Mr.  Tresnon  has  been  one  of  the  San  Francisco  educational  commun- 
ity's outstanding  leaders  for  more  than  thirty-six  years.   During  the  course 
of  his  career,  which  began  with  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
in  1945,  and  subsequently  with  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District, 
he  acquired  a  national  reputation  for  his  work  in  the  development  of  pro- 
grams in  English  As  A  Second  Language. 

Mr.  Tresnon  began  his  career  with  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  as  a  Veterans'  Counselor  following  his  distinguished  services  as  an 
amphibious  commander  in  World  War  II.   In  1950  he  became  a  Registrar  at 
Mission  Adult  School  and,  later,  a  Registrar  at  the  John  Adams  Adult  School. 
Mr.  Tresnon  became  a  Principal  in  1967,  and  subsequently  Director,  of 
Alemany  Community  College  Center,  a  post  which  he  currently  lioKls. 

During  the  years  that  Mr.  Tresnon  has  been  with  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  and  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District 
he  has  been  an  acknowledged  leader  in  the  field  of  education  in  general, 
and  Adult-Continuing  Education  in  particular.

This  contract  contains  provisions  for  reopeners  in  1982-83  for  wages 
and  sick  leave  calculation.   The  AFT  submitted  its  initial  proposals  on 
March  29,  1982. 

Government  Code  Section  3547  reads  in  relevant  part  as  follows: 

(a)  All  initial  proposals  of  exclusive  representatives  and  of 
public  school  employers,  which  relate  to  matters  within  the 
scope  of  representation,  shall  be  presented  at  a  public 
meeting  of  the  public  school  employer  and  thereafter  shall 
be  public  records. 

(b)  Meeting  and  negotiating  shall  not  take  place  on  any  proposal 
until  a  reasonable  time  has  elapsed  after  the  submission  of 
the  proposal  to  enable  the  public  to  become  informed  and  the 
public  has  the  opportunity  to  express  itself  regarding  the 
proposal  at  a  meeting  of  the  public  school  employer. 

(c)  After  the  public  has  had  the  opportunity  to  express  itself, 
the  public  school  employer  shall,  at  a  meeting  which  is  open 
to  the  public,  adopt  its  initial  proposal. 

On  April  13,  1982,  the  Governing  Board,  by  resolution  820413-Sl 
acknowledged  receipt  and  made  public  the  Initial  Proposals  of  the  AFT, 
Local  2121,  representing  the  Faculty  unit.   On  May  11,  1982,  the  Governing 
Board  solicited  public  response  to  the  AFT  proposals  by  placing  a  special 
order  of  business  on  its  agenda. 

This  resolution  now  presents  the  Governing  Board's  initial  proposal 
and  response  to  the  AFT  proposals,  and  establishes  the  next  regular  meeting 
of  the  Governing  Board  for  a  public  hearing  on  these  proposals.

President   and   Monbers: 

In   1976   the  California  Legislature  adopted  AB3408   otherwise  known  as 
the  Hart   Bill,    thereby  amending   the   Education  Code   setting  forth  graduation 
requirements,    and   also  requiring   local  governing   boards  to  adopt  alternative 
means   for    students   to  receive  a   high  school  diploma  and   the  adoption  by   local 
governing  boards  of    standards  of   proficiency   in  basic   skills  for   students 
attending   schools  within  the   school  district. 

In  June   1979   the  Governing  Board  adopted  a    statement  of   philosophy, 
assessment   instruments   to  measure  minimum  proficiency   in  reading,    writing, 
and  calculating,    and   a   list  of    skills  and   competencies  determined  through 
a  community   survey   to   be  most    important   for    successful  functioning    in  this 
society. 

In  June   1981    the  Governing   Board   adopted   high   school  graduation 
requirements  which  incorporated   into  courses  many  of   the  skills  and 
competencies  adopted   in  1979.      Several   competencies  were  not   incorporated 
into  required  courses  at    that   time,    however,   and  courses   have   since  been 
designed   to   incorporate  them. 

Beginning   September   1,    1982,    it   is  recommended   that   a    student  may 
be  awarded  a   high  school  diploma   in  the   San  Francisco   Community   College 
District   by  meeting   the   following  requirements: 

I)    Successful  completion  of    160  units    in   the  following  areas: 

English  30 

Mathematics  10 

History    (including  at   least  5  10 

units   in  U.S.   History) 

Civics  10 

Science    (including  at  least   5  10 

units   in  Health) 

Geography  5 

Job  Preparation/Money  Management  5 

Elective  Courses  80

OR 


II)    A  passing   score  on  the  G.E.D.    plus    successful  completion  of    the 
above  History  and   Civics  requirements   and  at   least   a  ninth  grade 
reading   level  as  measured   by  the  California   Achievement   Test   or 
an   equivalent    standardized   test. 
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In  addition   to    I  and    II  above,    students  must   pass  the  following   tests: 

1)  A  life-skill  reading    test   with  a  passing   score  of   at   least   70%, 
comparable   in   proficiency  level  to   the  SHARP   reading   test. 

2)  A  life-skill  mathematics   test  with  a   passing   score  of   at   least 
65%,    comparable   in  proficiency   level   to  the   TOPICS  math   test. 

3)  A  writing    sample   holistically    scored   by   English  instructors. 

4)  A  life-skill  writing    skills   test   with  a   passing   score   of   at 
least   65%,    comparable   in  proficiency  level  to  the  TEWS  test, 
or   a    second   writing    sample  test   holistically   scored. 

It   is  recommended   that   the  above  proficiency  requirements   be  waived 
for   those   students  who  have  passed   the  proficiency  tests  required    in   other 
California  districts   which  award   high   school  diplomas,    when   such  students 
are  accepted   into   our   high  school  diploma   program  as   seniors.      A   "senior" 
would   be  a   student  with  no  more   than  40  units  of   work  remaining  for   the 
high  school  diploma. 

It    is   further  recommended   that   all   students   seeking   a   San   Francisco 
Community  College  District   high  school  diploma   be  required   to   successfully 
complete  at   least    10  units   in  approved   District  courses. 

After  appropriate  certification  of  disability  has  been  obtained   by 
the   San  Francisco   Community   College  District,    differential   standards  for 
handicapped    students   will   be   established   on  a   case-by-case  basis   by  the 
following   personnel:      the   Centers  Handicapped   Enabler,    the   Centers  Learning 
Disabilities  Instructor,    the  Centers  Reading  Diagnostician,    and  the  Administrator 
in  charge. 

Based  on  the  above  recommendations,    the  following  resolution  is

WHEREAS:      The   Education  Code  of    the   State  of   California   requires  local 
governing   boards  to   adopt   graduation  requirements,    adopt 
standards   of   proficiency   in  basic    skills,   adopt  minimum

WHEREAS:      The  Governing  Board   of   the  San  Francisco  Community  Colleges 
wishes  to  be   in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of   the 
Education   Code  and   believes  that  all   students   completing 
its   high   school   program   should   have  minimum  competencies;

The  Governing  Board  authorized  a  contract  with  Systems  &  Computer 
Technology  Corp.  to  obtain  electronic  data  processing  management  professional 
and  technical  services  by  Resolution  No.  810407-B2.   A  part  of  this  project 
involves  the  evaluation  and  selection  of  computer  hardware.   In  connection 
with  this  selection,  representatives  from  SCT  and  the  staff  of  the  Office  of 
Facilities  and  Planning  have  determined  that  repair  alterations  and  improve- 
ments of  the  existing  facility  at  Batmale  Hall  at  City  College  are  needed. 

The  electrical  utilities  and  the  air  conditioning  system  must  be 
altered  to  accommodate  computer  equipment.   This  involves  the  rewiring  of  the 
under  floor  area  of  the  computer  center;  the  installation  and  acquisition  of 
a  transfer  switch  and  transformer;  rewiring  of  main  feeder;  the  acquisition 
and  installation  of  air  conditioning  equipment  needed  to  renew  and  upgrade 
the  existing  air  conditioning  system. 

The  District  Staff  have  obtained  estimates  on  the  required  work  and 
it  appears  that  a  budget  of  $91,524  will  be  adequate  to  accomplish  the  project, 

In  order  to  accomplish  the  needed  work  in  a  timely  manner  and  not  to 
disrupt  the  operation  of  the  computer  center  and  thus  affect  classes,  it  is 
essential  that  the  work  be  accomplished  by  the  City  Department  of  Public  Works. 
It  is  requested  that  City  Department  of  Public  Works  be  authorized  to  provide 
the  needed  services,  labor  and  materials  through  emergency  power  exercised  by 
the  Governing  Board  to  permit  the  continuance  of  existing  classes.

Listed  below  are  the  bids  on  the  project  for  which  plans  and 
specifications  have  been  approved  and  for  which  the  Bureau  of  Architec- 
ture, Department  of  Public  Works,  has  received  bids. 

The  bid  package  consisted  of  a  request  for  prices  on  a  base  bid 
and  four  additive  alternates.   The  base  bid  includes  the  major  portion  of 
the  work  involved  in  the  construction  of  four  new  exterior  stairways  to 
replace  those  existing.   The  additive  alternates  provide  for  the  instal- 
lation of  four  new  pairs  of  doors;  removal  of  the  existing  courtyard  fire 
escapes  and  installation  of  steel  platforms  for  access  to  roof  areas;  sub- 
stitution of  vertical  bar  handraillng  in  lieu  of  a  pipe  handrailing  in  the 
base  bid;  and  the  use  of  "Corten"  (weathering)  steel  in  lieu  of  regular 
steel  and  paint  finish  in  the  base  bid,  respectively. 

The  first  two  additive  alternates  are  essential  for  a  complete 
stairway  system  in  compliance  with  building  codes.   The  alternate  sub- 
stituting the  vertical  bar  handrailing  was  considered  to  be  more  desirable 
than  the  pipe  handrailing  from  an  appearance  standpoint.   Either  design 
meets  all  functional  requirements.   Consideration  of  the  alternate  for 
the  substitution  of  "Corten"  steel  was  based  on  lower  long-term  maintenance 
cost  -  "Corten  does  not  require  painting. 

In  order  to  keep  the  project  cost  within  the  funds  budgeted,  the 
staff  recommends  the  base  bid  and  three  additive  alternates  be  accepted. 
Excluded  would  be  the  vertical  bar  handrailing  alternate  ($12,000).

For  several  years  the  Community  College  Centers  Division  has  been  using 

approximately  22,000  square  feet  in  Building  "B"  at  Fort  Mason,  San  Francisco. 

The  use  was  permitted  by  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Interior  under  permit 
number  4-8140-0318. 

The  control  and  operation  of  the  Fort  Mason  Center  has  been  turned  over 
to  the  Fort  Mason  Foundation  by  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Interior  under 
Cooperative  AGreement  No.  CX81460007.  During  the  1981-1982  school  year,  the 
Community  College  Centers  Division  used  the  Fort  Mason  Center  facilities  at  a 
cost  limited  to  the  cost  of  electrical  and  water  facilities.
